THE FISHERIES TREATY. 


Senator Gray Speaks in Favor of. Its Ratifi- 
cation—Other Business. 


WASHINGTON, June 11:—In the senate, 
among the bills reported from committees and 
placed on the calendar was the senate bill to 
withdraw public lands in Florida from al! but 
homestead entries. Also the post office and 
District of Columbia appropriation bill. 

The committee on the tariff today heard the 
views of the cotton bagging makers on the 
ariff. The committee was told that cotton 
bagging manufactories had been established 
with imported machinery upon which a duty 
of 40 per cent had been paid, and that the 
Capacity of these establishments was now 
fully one hundred per » cent in 
advance of the demand for bagging. A re- 
duction of the present rates could be endured 
Ohly in case jute butts were made free. Com- 
petition in India on bagging is so fierce, how- 
ever, that if it were made free, as proposed by 
the Mills bill, factories would suffer speedy 
ruin. It was further represented that-there is 
no demand from planters for free bagging, in- 
asmuch as bagging, as we!! as iron hooping on 
Cotton bales, isall weighed and neid for as 
cotton,and the planterin this way receives 
more for bagging than hepays for it. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Morgan last 
Thursday as to the fisheries treaty was taken 
up and went over till tomorrow, Mr. Morgan 
objecting to Mr. Sherman’s suggestion to con- 
8:der it, as it had aocomplished all that was 
intended by it. Mr. Morgan intimated that he 
desire1 to have further discussion wpon it. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman, the senate pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the fisheries 
treaty in open executive session, and was ad- 
~ 7 by Mr. Gray, in support of its ratifica- 

on. 

The questions with which the treaty dealt 
were not new. The fishery case, (so-called) in 
the northeastern waters of British America, 
had not been made by the present admunistra- 
tion, or by the present generation of men. It 
had been made seventy years ago, and had 
continued through many administrations and 
through three generations, vexing diplomacy 
and jeopardizing the peace of the two greatest 
nations of the earth. It was not, as had been 
said by Senator Frye, to be belittled by being 
localized. The interests, happiness ‘and honor 
of the country were involved in its discussion, 
and it could not be made to turn 
On the selfish -wishes or interests, or 
pecuniary advantages of a small number of 
Capitalists, who might reap, or lose profit by

By Mr. Dougherty, of Florida, a resolution 
reciting _that at this time there seems to be no 
probability of the passage, at this session of

the committee on ways and meaus to report to 
house bills: 

1. Repealing all laws providing for internal 
revenue taxation, and removing all of the said 
tax except that now collected upon spirits dis- 
tilled, in whole’or in part, from grain and upon 
malt liquors. 

2. Providing for the levy and collection of a 
graduated tax upon all incomes of persons, cor- 
porations, associations anc trusts of $5,000 and 
upwards perannum, the proceeds of said in- 
come tax to be devoted exclusively to the pay- 
ment of pensic ns. 

3. Providing that all articles or products not 
manufactured or produced in the United 
Stites shall enter ports of the United States 
free of all import duty. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, offered a resolution 
assigning July 5,7,9,10,11 and 12th for the 
consideration of general pension legislation, 
precedence to be given tothe arrears, limita- 
tation, repeal and dependent pension bills.

Wasuixngeton, June 11.—A rather thinly at- 
tended caucus of. democyatic representatives 
talked for three hours tonight upon the tariff 
bill... The caweus had been cailed.te dovise 
means for expediting action npon the bill, but 
nothing definite was accomplished. There did 

10t seem to be any clear idea as to how this 
was to be done, Even the member who drew 
up the call (Mr. McDonald, of Minnesota) ad- 
mitted that he had no proposition to offer. 
Mr. Millssaid that he had been requested by 
Mr. McKinley to cause the consideration 
to be suspended during the republican 
convention, to accommodate a number of ré- 
publican members who wish to attend. In 
view of the proximity of the next fiscal year 
and urgent necessity existing for the speedy 
passage of appropriation bills to prevent dis- 
astrous suspensions of branches of the govern- 
ment, it was generally. believed that this re- 
quest might be granted and that the appropri- 
ation bills might be acted upon during the sus- 
pension of the tariff debate. The final disposi- 
tion of the matter was left to the democratic 
members of the wavs and means committee. 

Recurring again to the means of restricting 
the debate while the tariff bill is under consid- 
eration, it was decided that an effort should be 
made to carry out more closely the spirit of the 
rule requesting five minutes debate, One way 
in which this could be done, it was believed, 
would be to refuse to permit an extension of 
time to members, “‘by consent,’’ beyond the 
five minutes to which they are entitled. As 
this practice has grown into what the demo- 
crats regard as an abuse, it was resolved to put 
an end toit. Mr. Scott talked of obstruction, 
and held that the republicans had resolved to 
keep their intention to prolong by every possi- 
ble means. During the discussion it was sug- 
gested that something corresponding to the 
**Keifer gag rule’”’ be applied, but the sugges- 
tion did not take practical shape. 

It was resoived that a considerable majority 
of the caucus favored the adoption of such a 
rule, but, as it was not their intention to 
finally decide upon a line of procedure at this 
time, it is probable that the debate will be al- 
lowed to run for some time longer before an 
attempt is made toapply any severe restrict- 
ive measures.

WASHINGTON ITEMS. 


Offerings of Bonds—Judge Fuller's Confirma 
‘tion Postponed, Etc. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Bond offerings ag- 
gregated $307,200; acceptances, $400 four per 
cents, registered, at 127. 

The senate committee on judiciary today 
further considered the nomination of Melville 
W. Fuller to be chief justice, without result. 
The meeting continued nearly half an hour 
after the senate had assembled, and the case 
was then, on motion of Mr. Vest, postponed 
for two weeks. . 

The postmaster-general today sent to con- 

ss an additional estimate of appropriation 
or the free delivery service for the next fiscal 
year of $1,021,200. This’ additional amount, 
the postmaster-general says, is necessary to 
carry out the provisions of the act extending 
the eight-hour law to letter-carriers. It is esti- 
mated thatit will be necessary to employ 1,600 
more carriers, an increase’ of 25 r cent, to 
bring the hours of letter-carriers within the 
provisions of the law. The senate committee 
on appropriations has increased the postoflice 
appropriation biil by $1,549,000. One million 
deliake is appropriated to carry. out the 
eight-hour law. with respect to _ letter 
carriers, and $800,000 is appropriated for sub- 
sidies, the provision being substantially that 
advoeated by Senator Frye last year. The 


house provision, appropriating $50,000 to pay’ 


postofiice clerks for unusual business, is siruck 
out, and the provision of $650,000 for rent, 
light and fuel for third-class offices, is reduced 
to $450,000, with the provision that there shall 
not be allowed for the rent of any third*clgss 
office more than $300, nor more than $60 for 
fuel and lights, in any one year, and that no 
contracts shall be made calling for the pay- 
ment for either rent, light or fuel beyond the 
end of the next fiscal year.

BOOMERS AT WORK. 


Sherman Men Pleased at Thur- 
man’s Nomination. 


THEY BELIEVE IT WILL HELP THEM 
Advance Guard asians ie Chicago—Inter- 
views With Leaders of the Different 
Booms—All are Confident. 


Wasuincton, June 11.—[Special#—The 
Sherman boom for the presidential nominee 
seems to be getting some of its recently expir- 
ing strength. The renewed impetas imparted 
to it is undoubtely the result of the choice of 
Judge Thurman for the second place on the 
democratic ticket. Sherman’s friends are in- 
dustr.ously urging the cons‘deration tiat this 
move of the demograts wilh certainly strength- 
en that party in Ohio, and that it must be met 
by the selection of a republican standard- 
bearer, who may reasoffably be expected to 
carry the state agaist Cleveland and Thurman. 
Sherman and his supporters are already hard 
at work, Their tirst attention has been toward 
Virginia, where the Ohio senator has always 
been popular. 

For several days the Sherman managers 
have becn in communication with Senator 
Malone, who will head the Sherman delega- 
tion from Virginiato Chicago, and who yes- 
terday morning arrived here, During the day 
he was visited by sevoral prominent repubdil- 
can senators and representatives, and made a 
number of calls, dropping in upon Senator 
Sherman in the afternoon. 

This evening Senator Sherman returned the 
call, and for several hours was closeted with 
the “wizard of Virginia.’? One or two promi- 
nent republicans who called were admitted to 


‘the conference, but to mere thah a score who 


sent up their card the message was returned 
that ‘‘the senator is very busy and can see no 
one.’’ 

General Mahone has sedulously avoided 
correspondents siuce his arrival. The Star 
this evening Says: 

A friend of Senator Sherman in this city has pge- 
p red a list of delegates to the Chicago convention. 
tie states that or the entire number there are 340 
delegates who wiil yote for Sherman. He asserts 
that Sherman is sure of this number of votes In any 
event, and that with this show of strength the ad- 
ditional seventy-two votes needed will undoubtedly 
be secured. 

GATHERING AT CHICAGO. 

Curicaco, June 11.—Representatives of five 
distinct presidentia] booms are in the city to- 
night, and others are momentarily expected. 
Pictures of candidates were being posted up 
in hotels during the evening, and the half 
a dezen delegates already arrived for the re- 
publican national convention were being 
eagerly sought for by wire-pullers and news- 
paper men. Alger’s and Allison’s agents, 
who were first on the ground, were reinfored 
early by Sherman’s party, and to night added 
aspokesman for Harrisop. Judge Gresham 
was present in person. He resides at the Pal- 
mer house, and more than one politician from 
abroad made his acquaintance quite casualiv, 
so to speak. His local supporters came to 
the fropt with an open meeting in 
one 0 ihe clubrooms adjoining the Grand 
Pacifie rotunda-where a number of rousing 
speechés were made and applause wafted up 
to the apartments of the managers forthe 
other leaders. All of these so far arrived had 
convenient quartcrs close to the rotunda. 

At the Allison Headquarters there seemed to 
be more going on than in the rooms of any of 
the other candidates, Quite a group of lowa- 
ians were present, and people from other 
states were dropping in continually, giving the 
place decidedly a business-like appearance. J. 
C. Clarkson, chairman of the lowa dclegation 
and a member of tlie republican national com- 
mittee, expressed the opinion that the contest 
over the nomination for president was fast 
parrowing down to three men. “One of them,”’ 
he declared, ‘‘is Senator Allison.” Mr. Clark- 
son added: 

‘‘It is being recognized very generally at last 
that Allisen is the candidate standing for the 
principles of protection in the northwest as 
against the new line in the party led by a 
powerful party newspaper set up for tariff re- 
form. Allison will have great strength in the 
country west of the Mississippi, some votes in 
all the states; there is a strong support in most 
of them. He has strength ih the south;a 
great deal of strength if Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Maine and Vermont, and a great deal 
of second choice strength in New Jersey and 
New York. I believe that the undertone at 
the present time is strongly towards Allison, 
and it is conceded that he has great strength in 
being a candidate without antagonisms, and 
able to command the full party vote in every 
state.” 

Senator Harrison’s interests were being looked 
after by Charles F. Griffin, Indiana’s secre- 
tary-of-state, accompanied by ex-Congressman 
Peele. The two arrived this evening, and 
were not slow in beginning missionary work 
for their chief. 

Mr. Griftin was enthusiastic over the out- 
look. 

‘Thurman's nomination by the democrats,’’ 
said he, ‘‘is a play right into the hands of Har- 
rison. It makes Indiana more than ever & 
doubtful state.’’ 

‘Does not the same argument apply equally 
in favor of Gresham ?’’ was asked. 

“Tt would if Gresham were Indiana’s candi- 
date,” was the ready answer. ‘‘But such is 
not the case. The people of Indiana want 
Harrison. They are not hostile to Gresham, 
of course, but Harrison is their man. Further 
than that, every delegate from Indiana favors 
Harrison and is pledged to his support. How 
long? Just as long as there is a probable 
chance that he may win. It will not beacom- 

limentary vote affair; that much is certain. 
No, indeed: Marrison’s strength is not. con- 
fined to Indiana. He will have votes from all 
sections of the country—many on even the first 
ballot. When it comes to picking second 
choice he is probably outnumbered by no one.”’ 

W. 8S. Cappellar, chairman of the republican 
state convention of Ohio, sturdi Wy championed 
the cause of John Sherman. ‘The Ohio dele- 
gates would stick to their senator in this con- 
ventiou,” said Cappellar, ‘until sheol was con- 
gealed. As for Thurman,” he added, “so far 
from his nomination being a strong one, it is 
the reverse, and Thurman is indeed weak in 
Ohio. I don’t put Sherman forward because 
Thurman is to be feared, but because Sher- 
man is the strongest and best equipped man in 
the field.”’ 

Alger’s representatives, Frank F. Hecker 
and George H. Hopkins, allowed it to be in- 
ferred that they were conducting a still hunt. 
They were jubilant over the expressions of 
Patrick Egan and other irish-Americans 
favoring Alger in preference to Gresham. 
Mr. Hecker hinted that other surprises were 
in store. As nearly as could be judged by sur- 
roundivg indications, Alger’s agents have 
their eyes open, hoping to divide the appar- 
ently solid Gresham phalanx in the state by 
capturing at least a portion of the old support- 
ers of Logan.

ABOUT INVADERS SURPRISING LONDON 


Lord George Hamilton Quiets the British 
Nerves by Stating that No Such 
Thing Could be Successful. 


Loypoy, June 11.~In the house of commons 
today, Lord George Hamilton, first lord of the 
admiralty, stated that the calculation made in 
regard to the number of transports necessary 
to enable 500,000 men to land in England and 
seize London by surprise, took into considera- 
tion only conditions that such a feat was possi- 
ble; that the whole army could disembark 
simultaneotialy, and when landed that it would 
be capable of a rapid movement. The estimate 
that ships with a grosstonnage of 480,000 
would be required for transporting the invad 
ing force, he said, was‘on the as#amiption that 
it would be equal to three army corps, com- 
prising cavalry and artillery. 

Mr. Childers asked, seeing the interest 
which the subject was exciting, that a detail- 
ed and authoritative statement be presented 
to parliament. 

Mr. Handbury asked whether the naval and 
military departmeuts had consulted on the 
subject. 

Lord George Hamilton replied that the data 
had been obtained thirteen years ago as the re- 
sult of a ‘Joint conference, and promised to pro- 
duce those of the transport department, which 
satisfied him that the tonnage referred to did 
not Over estimate the preparation necessary 
for the landing of such a force. Such an inva 
sive force from the contment, he continued, 
implied the distribution of the invaders in 
ports handreds of miles apart, with a success- 
ful voyage of not less than a week instead of a 
few hours, and made without opposition from 
the hostile tieet. ,

Slow Work on the Panama Canal—An Una 
favorable Keport. 


Str. THomas, Danish Indies, May 26.—The 
St. Thomas Tidings published a letter from its 
Panama correspondent, written early in May, 
in which occurs the following passage : 

“Some days ago I made a trip along the line of 
the Panama canal and ican assure you that the 
manner in which the work is going on is not at all 
satisfactory. In order to insure the opening of the 
canal in 1890, af sections of Pedro, Miguel, Pariero, 
Culebra, and Empire, the work cuntinues day and 
night. Co xsequentiy, in those places some progress 
is visible, while at numerous other sections noth- 
ing isbeing done. Atthe endof this month work 
must cease as the rainy season will have com- 
menced and then await until January next before 
re @»mmencing. 

The Grani Francais promises most positively to 
inaugurate the canal in February, 1890. Excepting 
the little that is done during the rainy season. there 
are but seven months of active work, from now to 
the appointcd time, and it is said only one-third of 
the work is completed, theother two-thirds being 
the most dificult, and no w.thstanding these glar- 
ing facta there are still tnoye who really believe 
thatthe canal will be opened at the period ap- 

nted, We who are here on the seene of operations 
now tothe contrary, that with the utmost labor 
it cannot be completed be‘O-e 1592. It must alko 
+e hoped that with anabundant supply of funds, 
which will result from the lottery loan, th€ change 
wil: be squandered as heretofore, and the canal re- 
main unfinished, for it is a known fact that the 
money expended could have more than pierced the 
isthmus. Scarcely a month passes by without the 
absconding of some thief leaving the company mi- 
nus some thousand dollars.

is this edifice the organization of be 
lievers worshipping in it has endured 
nearly thrice as man ears, for 
the records of the first chur are said 
to run back to 1692. Even at that early date 
we donet-touch the beginning .of 
rianism in America, for the influence of our 
polity as well as our faith was felt among the 
Pilgrims who landed at Plymouth in 1620, ana 
it was only ten years afterward that Richard 
Denton, the pioneer Presbyterian pastor, came 
over from England with apart of his flock 
and formed a new home in Massachusetts,

FOR FIFTY YEARS. 


A. Half Century Devoted 
Preaching the Gospel. 
A Talk With Rev. Nathan &mith, One of the 
Oldest Preachers in Georgia—Early 
Days In and About Atienta 


to 


One of the most remarkable old gentlemen 
in this section of the country is the Rev. 
Nathan Smith, who preached at. the Central 
Christian church, in this city, on Sunday 
morning. 

He is a very well preserved man of seventy- 
five, and still enjoys excellent health. He has 
been a preacher of the gospel upward of fifty 
vears, and has never been seriously sick in his 
life. 

“I don’t remember ever to have paid a 
doctor bill for myself,’’ said Mr. S:nith, yes- 
terday. *“Yousee I am a pretty good doctor 
myself. When I was a young man I studied 
medicine on my own hook. I once had a se- 
vere case of dyspepsia which often forced me 
to limit myself to a biscuit and glass of milk 
fora meal. But I cured myself.’ 

‘*How ?”’ 

‘‘Why, easy enough. My remedy was the 
sim Nest thing in the world, but there is not

one man in ten who would have the courage 
to try it. It wasto put a handful of common 
wheat bran in my mouth after eating and | 
washing it down with a glassof water. It was 
a terrible dose I tell you, but I kept itup fora 
short time and it cured me. 

‘‘No. lam sorry to say I cannot tell you 
much about Atlanta. I remember distinctly, 
however, that I first saw the place in 1544. 
There was very little to see of itin that year, 
except woods. I don’t think there were more 
than a hundred people here. There were no 
railroads completed to the villaze, but I re- 
member that the Georgia road was graded be- 
tween Decatur and this point and that the 
State road and the Macon road were graded in 

arts.”’ 

“Houses? Very few, I can tell you. My 
recollection is that McPherson had a little 
bookstore somewhere on what is now White- 
ball street, near the roadbed, and there was a 
blacksinith shop and a liquor shop near where 
the Kimball house now stands, on the old De- 
catur road. There was no hotel, no church, no 
schoolhouse. No, I didn’t preach. There was 
nobody to preach to and nowhere to preach, 
you see,”’ 

‘‘What did you think of the future of At- 
lanta?’’ 

Nothing. I had no idea that the place would 
ever amount to anything. It was only a 
wooded, rocky ridge and even the land was 
very poor, To tell you the truth, I would not 
have given a dollar au acre for Atlanta dirt in 
those days. But I have wished a thousand 
times since that I had invested all I had in 
those woods. That was just forty-four years 
a o.”’ 

‘‘Where did you live at that time?”’ 

‘‘In Athens, Clarke county. My next visit 
to Atlanta was, I think, in 1845. The place 
had grown a little, but very little. During 
that visit I preached to the people in a little 
schoolhouse, which stood over that way some- 
where, toward Whitehall street. 

“The next time I saw Atlanta was in 1849, | 
and this time I took my first ride on a railroad. 
I rode from Athens to Union Point, from 
Union Point to Atlanta, and from Atlanta to 
Chattanooga. I noticed that Atlanta was be-* 
ginning to grow. They had a hotel in the 
place—a rude, wooden building, I think— 
which stood on the site now occupied by the 
Kimball house, near a little, old, wooden shed 
where the trains stopped. I remember one 
thing very distinctly—that in 1849 Chatta- 
nooga was a more promising place than At- 
It was a good deal more 
promising.” 

“But Atlanta outstripped her."’ 

**That’s so; and the railroads made her do it. 
Atlanta was nothing untilshe began to get rail- 
roads. There was nothing here to make her 
grow until the roads came. The country 
around Atlanta was very poor—except on the 
creeks—and she has always depended on the 
railroads to bring in produce and almost every- 
thing else. But Chattanooga, foo, has had a 
wonderful growth, and I believe that she is 
destined to be the Pittsburg of the south. 

‘I had preached in forty counties in Georgia 
before any railroads were built, and I had no 
idea what effect they would have ona place 
until I saw what a start the first roads built to 
‘Atlanta had on the town.”’ 

“How have you managed to live so long, 
Mr. Smith ?”’ 

“Well, really I don’t know. I wasa deli- 
cate child, and have never been strong and 
robust asaman. I have always guarded my 
health very carefully. Yes, I have been a 
great coffee drinker in my time, and am very 
fond of it still. Years ago I used 
to have my Java and crushed sugar, and 
thought there was no greater luxury, but of 
late years I have managed to worry along on 
Rio. I have smoked a good deal in my ‘ite, 
but I was never an inveterate smoker,’’ 

*‘Do you think that smoking is injurious ?’’ 
“It is to some people, but ithelps others. 
It cured my wife of throat.trouble. I have 
been a temperance man all my life, and I am 
a stronger one, if possible, now than at any 
time during my life.” 

Mr. Smith was married fifty-four years ago. 
His estimable wife, only a féw years his junior, 
is still living. They reside @t Acworth, and 
are at present visiting the family of their son, 
Mr. A. C. Smith, at No. 15 Wheat street. 

Fifty years a minister of the Gospel! Fifty- 
four years of happy married life! Surely, 
these venerable people have not lived in vain. 
Hand in hand they have walked down to us 
from a former generation, teaching two simple 
and God-like lessons at every step. The one 
is faith, the other constancy.
